Toy Gun Warning

A spokesman said troops on 
patrol in Londonderry almost 
opened fire on children carry­ 
ing toy guns twice in the past 
week. 
“ These modern toys are so 
realistic that there is a very 
real danger of a child being 
shot by mistake as a terrorist.” 
an army spokesman said. 
The outlawed Irish Republi­ 
can Army (IRA) has warned 
children not to go near soldiers 
because of the danger of being 
hit by IRA sniper fire. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House Judiciary Committee is 
at this point uncertain how to 
respond to President Nixon’s 
release of transcripts instead of 
tapes 


Chairman Peter W\ Rodino 
Jr.. D-N.J.. made it clear after 
a day of reading the transcripts 
delivered yesterday morning 
that he did not consider Nixon 
in compliance with the commit­ 
tee subpoena as long as the 
tapes themselves were with­ 
held 


Although several Republicans 
say they don't consider Nixon's 
offer to be in compliance with 
the April 11 subpoena which 
demanded tapes, they appeared 
wary of wrangling and ready to 
accept it 


About the only thing on which 
these factions were in general 
agreement yesterday was that 
both sides want to continue 
avoiding a partisan vote on the 
subject of impeachment. 


Rep. Robert McClory, R-Ill., 
said: “We don't want any votes 
in the committee which would 
divide us ” Rep. William L 
Hungate, D-Mo., said: “Our ef­ 
fort here is to preserve the 
committee’s bipartisan unity.’’ 


To resolve the issue, Rodino 
called an unusual evening ses­ 
sion of the committee today but 
did not indicate whether a vote 
would be taken 
He told UPI yesterday when 
asked if Nixon’s response satis­ 
fied him: 
“ The transcripts 
speak for themselves. The sub­ 
poena w’as for the tapes and we 
didn't get tapes." 
Rep. Charles Rangel, D-N.Y . 
who proposed that the commit­ 
tee vote Nixon “in noncompli­ 
ance” with the subpoena, said 
after a late caucus yesterday of 
committee Democrats that an­ 
other alternative would be “to 
find the witnesses to give us the 
inform ation 
he 
refused 
to 
give.” 
Rangel’s reaction indicated 
that he apparently failed to find 
enough support among the 
Democrats for a formal resolu­ 
tion declaring Nixon in noncom­ 
pliance. 
Even those Republicans who 
expressed dissatisfaction with 
Nixon's degree of compliance 
said they would oppose such a 
vote on noncompliance. 
Rep. Tom Railsback, R-Ill., 
one of a handful of GOP mem­ 
bers who thought Nixon should 
have given more, said: * I won t 
vote for noncompliance. I don't 
want to vote for anytlung that 
would further aggravate the 
situation right now " 
Observers felt that one of 
Rodino s reasons for putting off 
a meeting until tonight might 
have been to allow the rest of 
the committee to read the tran­ 
scripts. The press of other leg­ 
islative business prevented 
most of them from doing so 
yesterday. 
Rep. Elizabeth Holtzman. D- 
N.Y., did and she was irate. 
“The transcripts make it even 
more clear that we need the 
tapes.”

Northrup Fined 
For Nixon Gift 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal judge fined Northrup 
Corp. and two of its executives 
today for illegally contributing 
$150,000 to President Nixon’s 
1972 re-election campaign. 


A 1940 federal law prohibits 
political contributions by corpo­ 
rations doing a substantial 
amount of business with the 
government, but Chief U. S. 
District Judge George L. Hart 
said it has not been enforced 
and served notice that next 
time a violation comes before 
him. “somebody is going to 
jail.” 


Northrup as a corporation 
pleaded guilty to one count of 
contributing to finance commit­ 
tees of Nixon's re-election effort 
and was fined $5,000. 
Thomas V. Jones, Northrup s 
chairman and chief executive 
officer, pleaded guilty to one 
count of aiding and abetting 
violation of the law and he, too, 
was fined $5,000. 
James Allen, vice president 
and assistant to the President, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
nonwilful violation of the laws 
and was fined $1,000. 
“ This law has been openly 
flouted 
for 
m ore 
than 20 
years,” Hart complained dur­ 
ing a 20-minute court proceed­ 
ing. “ No attorney general up to 
this time has seen fit to enforce 
it.” 


“ If it ever comes before me 
again, a case involving this 
law, somebody is going to jail,” 
the judge declared. 


The California-based North­ 
rup is one of the leading de­ 
fense contractors. It built the 
F5 fighter-jet used in Vietnam, 
and is a diversified compaay 
that specializes in aerospace 
equipm ent, 
com m unications 
and atomic equipment. 


Thomas McBride, Assistant 
Watergate special prosecutor, 
said the prosecution task force 
had in v e stig a te d w hether 
Northrup had received any gov­ 
ernment contracts or awards as 
a result of the contributions and 
said “no evidence of this” was 
found. 


McBride said that the prose* 
cution reserved the right to 
prosecute on charges of bribery 
if any such deals involving 
Northrup did come to light. 
Said Hart: “ It’s outrageous 
the way that this particular law 
has been permitted to be violat­ 
ed over the years.”

Dam Impact 
Statement 
Challenged 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Serpentine is the state rock of 
California but it is one of the 
“ worst" rocks from an engi­ 
neering standpoint, a geological 
engineer said yesterday. 
Dr, Richard E. Goodman of 
the University of California. 
Berkeley, testified in a federal 
court suit aimed at delaying 
construction of the 
Warm 
Springs Dam in Sonoma County 
until an environmental impact 
statement 
has 
been 
made 
"more adequate." 
Ecologists, who have already 
delayed start of construction of 
the $111 million rolled earth 
dam. contended that the state­ 
ment which has already been 
filed does not conform with the 
law and asked that further 
studies be made into possible 
effects of an earthquake on the 
319-foot dam on Dry Creek. 14 
miles from Healdsburg. 
They maintained that ihe 
dam is to be buijt on the Dry 
Creek fault, which may still be 
active despite the impact state­ 
ment to the contrary. They also 
said the dam is too close to the 
Healdsburg fault which is 
known to be active. 
Goodman testified for the 
plaintiffs prior to the hearing's 
being suspended until May 14 
It was estimated that, when the 
hearing is resumed, there will 
be seven more days of court 
testimony before U.S. District 
Judge Spencer Williams. 
Goodman said that 35 per 
cent of the Warm Springs Dam 
is on serpentine and sheared 
shale Landslides are very com­ 
mon in serpentine, he said 
"Not many dams are built on 
serpentine." Goodman said, 
"because usually if you have 
serpentine you look for another 
site." 
Environmental impact state­ 
ments said safeguards have 
been built into the dam design 
to take care of both the serpen­ 
tine problem and probable 
earthquake damage

Boat Owners 
Protest Rule 


WASHINGTON fUPI) — Boat 
owners from across the country 
are complaining loudly to the 
U.S. Coast Guard about new 
rules designed to stop them 
from dumping sewage into the 
oceans, lakes and streams. 


The antipollution proposal is 
in its final stages q{ action, with 
a public hearing today and an 
additional period of public com­ 
ment running to May 14 before 
the final standards will be is­ 
sued — probably sometime this 
summer. 


Even after that it will be two 
years before the first sections 
of the rules go into effect and 
up to five years before they are 
fully implemented 
But the 
Coast Guard has already re­ 
ceived hundreds of letters, 
mostly from boat owners and 
yacht clubs, urging it to modify 
its proposals, especially where 
sewage holding tanks are in­ 
volved 


If the final rules as presently 
proposed take effect next June 
1. to pick a date, here is what 
would happen 
All existing 
boats equipped with toilets 
would have to be fitted with 
Coast-Guard-approved devices 
that grind up and chlorinate 
sewage, and discharge it into 
the water, by June 1, 1977 
Those devicws can continue in 
use as long as they operate 
properly. 
If the boat owner waits until 
after June 1. 1977. to install 
such a device, but does so 
before June 1, 1979, he can use 
the device only until June 1. 
1982. After that date a no­ 
discharge system, such as a 


holding tank or recirculating 
toilet, must be installed. 
New boats, defined as those 
on which construction began 
after the rules went into effect, 
must have holding tanks or 
other no-discharge devices if 
sold after June 1, 1976. 
The June 1 date is theoretical 
since there is no decision yet 
when the Coast Guard will start 
the rules up. The rules will 
apply only to vessels equipped 
with heads — not rowboats, 
canoes or other small boats. 
. 
The most common complaint 
to the Coast Guard from boat 
owners is that pump-out facili­ 
ties do not exist for holding 
tanks 
Many apparently fear 
they would eventually be forced 
to go to holding tanks if the 
devices they install initially 
stop working and parts become 
hard to get. 
The San Francisco Yacht 
Club, writing on behalf of its 
798 members, said some of 
them “ spent time at sea where 
no access to pumpout facilities 
exist.” It warned of “ hazards to 
health and safety” with holding 
tanks. 
Opposition also came from 
the Shipping Federation of Can­ 
ada which w'arned that foreign 
trading vessels might be kept 
from doing business in the 
Great Lakes if they could not 
meet discharge standards. 
The State of Maryland’s En­ 
vironmental Health Administra­ 
tion. however, told the Coast 
Guard it is“ unalterably op- 
posed to any regulation which 
allows sewage discharge from 
any vessel other than perhaps 
ocean going vessels.”

NOT FOR MONEY 
Legal Aid Force 
Represents Poor

Though if may not be appar­ 
ent to the casual visitor viewing 
M arin 's well-kept communities 
for the first time, the county 
does have its share of poor 
people. 
The 1970 census says 13,090 
residents, or 6 0 per cent of 
M arin's 
population, 
have

eomes below the official federal 
[Mnerty level. 
Like their wealthier neigh 


l>ors. the poor have disputes 
with 
their landlords, 
marital 
troubles conflicts with the state 
over disability and unemploy­ 
ment benefits, and other legal 
needs.

We re trying to do 
high-quality se rvice so that 
even though our clients are 
poor and a lot of time consid­ 
ered se c o n d -c la ss c itiz e n s, 
they re not getting second-rate 
legal services.” 
With the society's attorneys 
paid $12,000 per year, a fraction 
of what can be earned in pri­ 
vate practice, it's clear they 
aren't U»gal Aid lawyers for 
the money.

well below the Franchise Tax 
Board s computation that the 
average adjusted gross income 
in Marin was $15,090 for 1971. 
the last year for which figures 
are available. But it is largely 
idealism that draws the law­ 
yers in and keeps them there. 
The D*gal Aid attorneys have 
long backgrounds of working in 
other poverty law fields Some 
have represented poor people in 
Eastern slums, or Indian reser

"If we weren't here, a lot of 
people wouldn't be getting legal 
help They'd be getting evicted,

•> Proscription On Advertising Denies Free Speech 


A three-judge federal court in 
Richmond, Va., has ruled that 
a Virginia law prohibiting ad­ 
vertising of prescription prices 
is an unconstitutional abridge­ 
m ent 
of the right of free 
speech. 
The 
ruling 
has 
interesting 
implications. 


IN CALIFORNIA, the State 
Board of Pharm acy — set up 
ostensibly to protect consumers 
— for many years forbade com­ 
parative price advertising of 
prescription drugs and brought 
pressure on any druggist who 
refused to accept this censor­ 
ship. Under a new law which 
took effect this year, California 
p h a rm a c ie s a re required to 
post in their stores the prices of 
a specified list of most-used 
p rescrip tio n drugs. But the 
state board continues to dis­ 
courage the same kind of list­ 
ing in advertisements. 
The Virginia ruling came in a 
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case in which the state's board 
of pharm acy 
raised 
all 
the 
stock arguments against adver­ 
tising. The court rejected then? 
all. 
Its decision was on simple 
and logical grounds: A ven­ 
dor’s right of free speech in­ 
cludes the right to let the public 
know how much he is charging. 
As a corollary, the public bene­ 
fits from this information. 


SUCH CENSORSHIP of free 
speech is not confined to phar­ 
macies. 
In 
our 
state, 
regulatory 
boards set up by the state itself 
or by 
professional 
or trade 
associations forbid advertising 
m manv other fields. 


For example, doctors are for­ 
bidden to advertise at all. Not 
only are they precluded from 
publicly announcing their stan­ 
dard fees for appendectomies, 
delivery of babies, removal of 
warts — or even how much 
they charge for house and of­ 
fice calls; 
they cannot even 
advertise their specialties so 
that a person in search of a 
doctor can 
readily 
find 
out 
which ones specialize in the 
illness he suffers or the type of 
treatment he seeks. 


Similarly dentists are not al­ 
lowed to advertise their prices 
for extractions, false teeth, or 
other services — or their spe­ 
cialties. 


E v en th e v e t e r i n a r i a n s , 
through their own organization, 
have forbidden price advertis­ 
ing. 
Engineers and architects, un­ 
der the pretense of “ profession­ 
al ethics,” proscribe bidding on 
jobs. Architects are forbidden 
to advertise their services (al­ 
though they are noted for seek­ 
ing free publicity). 


ATTORNEYS — who of all 
the professions owe most to 
free speech and should be most 
diligent to protect it — have 
their own censorship rules. An 
attorney cannot advertise how 
successful he has been, what 
kind of law is his specialty, or 
anything else. 
All of these are restrictions 
on free speech. Under the ines­ 
capable logic of the federal 
court in Virginia, all are uncon­ 
stitutional. 
And the public 
would be better off if they all 
were abandoned forthwith.

TON — You may not discern 
right off what it is that goal posts on the 
end line, gas m ileage figures on a Detroit 
monster. A's and B's on a report card, 
and monthly statistics on the cost of

It takes a mo-', 
ment to explain 


In the National Football League, the 
goal posts henceforth will be behind the 
end zone rather than on the goal line 
which will make it harder to kick field 
goals. That is .just one of the rules the 
league owners decreed to make things 
tougher for the defense and promote 
more offensive action 


WHAT MAKES THE CHANGES more 
im portant than they would be standing 
alone, and thus gets to me, is that they 
fall so neatly into a pattern we in this 
country are becoming habitual about 
Instead of changing our style of play or 
politics or life to conform to the rules, 
nowadays we hasten to change the rules 
instead, to fit the way we prefer to do 
things. 
Thus boys and girls in the 60s figured 
out that striving to make good grades 
required more effort than merely show­ 
ing up for class occasionally, and in some 
schools the authorities accom modated 
them and instituted the pass-fail system 
G rades are inconvenient, so they did 
away with grades 
Thus the E nvironm ental P rotection 
Agency has a laboratory program for 
testing how many miles the cars on the 
U.S. m arket get to a gallon of gasoline on 
a typical stop-and-go drive That agency 
published its figures, down to the last 
decimal point, and in almost all cases 
they showed fewer m p.g than the auto­ 
mobile m anufacturers had been claim 
ing. This was bad for all car companies, 
but for the Detroit mind-benders who 
gradually have accustom ed custom ers to 
thinking of gadget-loaded dreadnoughts 


as 
“standard ." 
it 
was an especiallv 
appropriate punt in the pants 
So. to go along with the long-overdue 
scram ble back to automobiles of reasona­ 
ble size and operating economy, there is 
the accom panying cam paign to change 
the way the mileage is computed, and by 
whom. The EPA clearly is too consum er 
oriented; the White House is about to 
turn the testing over to Commerce or 
T ra n sp o rtatio n or som eone sim ilarly 
sym pathetic to D etroit's problem 
THUS AGAIN, when Mr. Nixon was 
approaching the re-election cam paign of 
1972. the consum er price index compiled 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics kept 
going up. month after month. As we have 
seen elsewhere, the adm inistration was 
impatient with arm s of the bureaucracy 
that did not brighten its political pros­ 
pects So the White House moved political 
appointees into key spots in the BLS. 
hoping to tone down its em barrassing 
im partiality 
The economic news has persisted in its 
previous direction, however Now there is 
a move to redo the formula by which the 
BLS figures the monthly index, and the 
labor unions are incensed that if will 
reduce wage escalations keyed by con 
tract to the cost of living. My expert 
friends assure me that this time the 
reason for change is valid and statistical, 
rather than political, but. considering all 
that has gone before, suspicion will not 
away 
By now it seems natural to assume 
whenever there is a little doubt that the 
government is probably rigging the rules 
to make itself look better. And when 
something really revolutionalry come- 
along, like moving the goal posts back 
and kicking off from the 35-yard line too 
many blase Americans are inclined to 
shrug it off as just another revolution like

THE PEOPLE'S SCHOOLS: Law In The School

A frequent citizen complaint is that 
school personnel make too little effort to 
enforce order 
in 
classroom s 
and 
on 
campuses. 


A frequent teacher complaint is that 
teachers who try to enforce order receive 
too little backing from school adm inistra­ 
tors 
A frequent adm inistrators complaint is 
that “our hands are tied by the law 
in 
dealing with unruly pupils 


THE CALIFORNIA attorney general's 
office, in the belief that better under­ 
standing of the law may reduce such 
com plaints, has just issued a paperback 
book called “ Law in the School.' 
The book, prepared by Deputy Atty. 
G ei. Joel S. Moskowitz, sets forth, citing 
many exam ples, what school personnel 
are required to do in upholding law and 
order on school property, what they may 
.safely do in dealing with suspicions of 
infractions, and what they are not al­ 
lowed to do 
A preface says: “ This book has two 
theses. The first is that the operation of 
the crim inal law does not stop at the 
schoolyard gate 
The second thesis is 
that. 
neither students nor teachers 
shed their constitutional rights at the 
schoolhouse gate 


MANY TEACHERS, principals and su 


perintendents may be surprised at the 
powers they have, as outlined in “ Law m 
the School 
For exam p le, school officials m ay 
-earch a student if they have reason to 
suspect him of a crim e or even an 
infraction of school rules And they may 
make the search forcibly 'An appellate 
court decision is cited.) 
Also, school officials may 
search a 
student’s locker J f they have reason to 
suspect it contains stolen goods or contra­ 
band, 
They need no search w arrant 
(Again, an appellate court decision is 
titl'd.) 
"It is clear.” says the book, “that

Moreover, teachers and principals have 
authority over students in enforcing dis 
trict regulations — not just laws.

Further, the book points out, school 
disciplinary actions have no bearing on 
crim inal prosecution where a law viola­ 
tion is involved.

THE STUDENTS' constitutional right

frequently cited is that of free 
speech. But “ Law in the Schools" points 
out. this is not an absolute. The sam e 
degree of freedom of speech that prevails 
in a public park or on a public street does 
not prevail in the classroom

However, it also points out that the 
schools are obligated to protect the pu­ 
pils, and to do so may make their own 
rules. 


THIS OBLIGATION places a response 
bilitv on school personnel, for shirking 
which they may be answ erable in court. 
To fulfill the obligation, school officials 
from teachers to superintendents and 
trustees are given wide powers. "Law in 
the School" quotes from a California 
Supreme Court decision in Dailey vs. Los 
Angeles Unified School District 


“California law has long imposed on 
school authorities a duty to supervise at 
all times the conduct of children or. the 
-chool grounds and to enforce those rules 
and regulations necessary to their protec­ 
tion " 
Moreover, this obligation includes call­ 
ing on police — and not merely as a last 
resort “ If a fire hydrant located on the 
school grounds were to burst, the teach­ 
ers would not try to repair it them ­ 
selves." writes Deputy Attorney General 
Moskowitz. "They would call a profes­ 
sional 
Likewise, it is the province of 
professional law enforcement to deal with 
crim e and disorder " 
Atty Gen Evelle J Younger is distrib­ 
uting “Law in the School" to school 
districts throughout the state If superin- 
tendents see to it that ail faculty m em ­ 
bers read the book, the complaints cited 
at the beginning of this column should be 
heard less frequently

Somehow “ togetherness" has come to be a 
bad word. Used today to refer to United 
States families, it often evokes a smirk rather 
than a smile But family unity, understand­ 
ing, support — yes. togetherness — shouldn't 
be taken lightly. 
Clannishness, selfishness, false pride These 
undesirable qualities of togetherness, of 
course, should be dropped. Families should be 
careful not to fall into such 
traps 
But there's everything right 
about supporting, caring, shar­ 
ing, understanding and forgiv­ 
ing. And this is what family 
togetherness means. 
We’re not talking here just 
about those members of a tight 
family circle such as the par­ 
ents and the children. The “ to­ 
getherness" we're talking about 
includes all those a family wel­ 
comes and for whom they ac­ 
cept responsibility. 


SOCIAL WORKERS, juvenile 
judges, truant officers, police 
officials, teachers — all will tell 
you that generally the boy or 
girl who gets into serious trou­ 
ble is the one without a family. 
Oh, yes. they say, there may be 
a physical family. But it’s not a 
family that cares enough to 
understand and forgive. Or who 
cares enough to learn what 
fears and confusions cause the 
Jeviant behavior 
But for every youngster who 
comes to the attention of civil 
authorities — due to a lack of 
family love and care — there 
are two or even three times a' 
many who suffer neglect silent­ 
ly taking with them into their 
adult lives and into their own 
sense of family a personal feel­ 
ing of failure.

What's the answer0 It's in 
parental responsibility — it's in 
listening to one another It's in 


caring and sharing. It’s in no­ 
ticing when little faults have 
been corrected It’s in forgiving 
mistakes and making sure that 
“ home" is never a place that 
doesn’t welcome every mem­ 
ber 
A wise father, giving advice 
to the mother of an adopted 
son, once said. “ Be sure he 
knows that no matter what, 
there is no end to your love."

Let's Keep That 
Boat Shipshape 


The fuel crisis has put only a minor damper on 
boating activity, and it’s on the upswing all across 
the country now that summer is near. 
New Jersey has made the most definitive survey 
by any state of the intentions and feelings of its 
boat owners. Ninety-five per cent say they are 
renewing their boat registrations for this season. 
Only five per cent were pessimistic about fuel 
supplies, and may not use their boats in 1974. 


So it's a time to make sure 
that your boat, its power plant 
and all of its gadgetry and 
safety equipment are in good 
shape There’s no point in wast­ 
ing the good weather ahead 
with repair work 
Check such things as fuel 
tanks carefully, making certain 
that all of the dirt is out. If your 
propeller has nicks, remove 
them now 
If \our engine or 
outboard 
motor needs new 
sparkplugs, or any kind of a 
minor or major overhaul, now’s 
the time to do the sevicing.

Sausalito 


Plans Study 


Of Traffic 


Sausalito will spend $16,900 to 
study its traffic, the city council 
decided last night. 


Councilmen voted 3-1 to pay 
the money to the TJKM compa­ 
ny of Walnut Creek. 


The firm of traffic consul­ 
tants and planners will analyze 
vehicle and pedestrian counts 
around the city, levels of use of 
intersections and timing of 
traffic through the existing 
street system. 
The study will include evalua­ 
tions of new streets under con­ 
struction and of transit alterna­ 
tives, such as a northern 
parking facility and shuttle 
service from there to the down­ 
town. 
The consultants also will de­ 
termine 
how 
much 
traffic 
would be generated by various 
kinds of land uses proposed for 
Sausalito’s waterfront 
Councilman Sally Stanford 
voted against the study. “ I 
don't need a study to tell me 
what I can see with the naked 
eye,” she said. " I won’t spend a 
dime of the taxpayers’ money 
on this kind of thing.” 
Herb Case, the city’s plan­ 
ning director, said the study 
conceivably could be financed 
through redevelopment. 
Case, who last night outlined 
a proposal to bring redevelop­ 
ment to Sausalito, said the city 
could obtain approximately 
$90,000 annually in revenues 
from a redevelopment project. 
The city council declared it­ 
self a city redevelopment agen­ 
cy in November of 1972, but has 
done nothing about redevelop­ 
ment since then. 
A redevelopment agency is 
empowered to freeze the cur­ 
rent assessed valuation of prop­ 
erty within its area as far as 
the various taxing agencies are 
concerned. As the value of the 
property increases, the agency 
can use the funds generated by 
the increase to finance im­ 
provements. 
Case recommended that the 
city not withhold funds from the 
school districts in Sausalito. but 
give them all the money which 
they normally would accrue. 
Most council members seemed 
to agree with that plan 
The planning director said it 
would cost the average home­ 
owner in Sausalito $3 a year if 
the redevelopment agency re­ 
turned tax moneys to the school 
districts. 
“ Taxpayers throughout the 
county would subsidize the kind 
of redevelopment projects the 
city feels are desirable,” Case 
said. 
He reported that the money 
could be used for the traffic 
study, for parks, property ac­ 
quisition, bicycle and pedestri­ 
an paths, parking lot improve­ 
ments, sidewalks, landscaping, 
traffic control systems and city 
hall and Bndgeway improve­ 
ments. 
The planning director pro­ 
posed that the city designate 
the Marina Vista subdivision, 
the residential part of the pro­ 
posed Whiskey Springs develop­ 
ment, the new city hall site and 
the downtown business district 
as a redevelopment project. 
The council will discuss the 
matter further next Tuesday.

Latin American Lobbying Fails
